The buildiug was occupied by R. O. 


McGlasson in which he conducted a 
restaurant and a small hotel. Last night 
Mr. and Mrs. McGlasson wera sleeping 
in the front rooms of the house with 
their two children, Scott, a four-year-old 
son, and a little daughter six years old. 
Mr. McGlasson's sistor also occupied a 
room. 
Martin Kinnay, a man who is 


employed at the Union Iron works, [was 
sleeping in a room in the back part of 
the house, and the adjoining room was 
occupied by a man named Warren. 
These people were sleeping soundly and 
were unconscious of the fact that the 
building was dangerous until they were 
suddenly aroused from their sleep and 
before they could possibly realize what 
had happened found themselves falling 
to the ground with the flying brick and 
were covered in the ruins. 


G. H. Johnson, the night clerk, was 


waiting on Engineer Boyd of the Van- 
dalia line and another man in the res- 
taurant at the time of tho accident. He 
says that he heard several loud cracks 
and thought that something must bo 
wrong. He stepped to the door to see 
what the trouble was but before he was 
out of tho building the walls had begun 
to fall and he and the two customers in 
the place made their escape while loose 
bricks were falling in every direction. 
The remarkable part of the accident was 
that all the perf ons in the building wera 
not either killed or injured. 


Tho Cry for Help. 


Those in the upper part of the build- 


ing, with the exception of the boy who 
was killed, were thrown into the exca- 
vation of the new buildiug. As soon as 
they realized what had happened ' the 
men cried for help. 
Patsy) Donahue, 


who has a saloon near by, and Charles 
Simons rushed to the scene of the acci- 
dent. Several others soon came and 
they at once set to work getting the 
people out of their perilous position. In 
the mean time the tire department had 
been called and both crews 
respond-

It was necessary for it to be 
done in order to properly erect the cow 
building. 


Architect R. O. Rosen, who has the 


general supervision of the work, said 
that it was his opinion that the wall 
was so old and rotten that it would not 
stand its O7?n weight. He said. "The 
underpinning of a building is a thing 
that is done very often and is being done 
in this now in several places. Exactly 
the same thing that has been done in 
this case haa been done before. Of 
course no possible danger could be fore- 
seen by the builders. The only way in 
which L'can account for it is that the 
wall was not strong enough to stand. 
All of the contractors in charge of the 
building deplore the accident, but say 
that it waa a thing that could not be 
foreseen by them.

owner, James Milligan. The small part 
standing at the back is practically noth- 
ing without tho rest of the building.

Wallace Wm» Induced to Say Nothing am 


the Gallows. 


Wallace, the Tazewell county mur- 


derer, evidently intended to. make a 
statement on the gallows last Saturday, 
in which he probably would have con- 
fessed his crime, but this was prevented 
according to the following from the Pe 
kin Times: 


'Wallace would have made a state- 


ment on the gallows and might have 
broken down and confessed and given a 
thrilling contribution to criminal liter- 
ature, but Rev. Stewart, who had coun- 
selled him in many things, finally in- 
duced him to say nothing. It took touch 
persuasion to do it, however. 
The 


murderer had worn a new suit since 
last Thursday, but when dressing a 
few minutes before the execution he 
asked for the privilege of wearing his 
old brown coat when he should go to 
to meet his death. This was the coat 
he wore on the evening of Feb. 19, 1895, 
and the same he had on whenever he 
appeared in the court room. 
Ho was 


permitted to die in it. He left his cell 
scrupulously clean and neat. His bunk 
was in perfect order. 
Two blankets, 


folded for a pillow, were on the west 
end, as he always had thorn in the day 
time. Even his gum. elippera and tbe 
deck of cards with which he played 
solitaire, were 
carefully 
laid away, 


though he knew he would never want 
them again. 


'During his last days Wallace bitteriy 


resented the treatment given him in 
his youth and said, 'Thus would not 
have happened had they given me a 
fair show.' This was the nearest he 
ever came to admitting the shooting, as 
he would not even tell the attorneys 
that he did it. 
Ho claimed to huve 


been given eighty acres of land to 
farm when ho was twenty years old, his 
father provciEing him Ihe crop. When 
it was raised and sold his father pock 
eted the money, informing Wallace that 
iie was not of age. He often claimed 
that his father ofton beat him without 
provocation and he became discouraged 
and lost all ambition. 


"The manuscript he IcTt proves to be 


a disconnected affair, full of tnalice, :ind 
was evidently written at times when 
Wallace was in bad humor. 


'The sheriff has tho rope and shroud, 


and though he had many offers for both, 
ho will cot part with thorn.''

EYERYTHIHG THEY CONTENDED FOR 


Being Granted, Under Bonds, by the 


Tailor Contractors—A Riotous Seen*

This did 
not suit Veech and a few days ago 
he obtained possession of tee child 
with the aid of his half sister, Miss Gra- 
bill. Then came the application for the 
writ of habeas corpus, which brought 
Veech, Miss Grabill and little Goldie 
into court, also a large number of wit- 
nesses who testified as to the care of 
the child and other matters pertaining 
to the domestic experience of the pa 
rents of the girl. The prosecution made 
an undisputed showing of the adoption 
of Goldie by the Snuffs, and then pre- 
sented evidence going to show that 
Veech did not support his family 
properly, 
and 
that 
he 
did 
not 


care for his children. Mrs. Robinson 
had a good deal to say when she got on 
the stand and did not hesitate to go 
somewhat in detail into her experience 
with Veech as a provider. She painted 
a dark picture. She did not consider 
him a proper person to have charge of 
the little girl. 


Little Goldie was put on the stand to 


give expression to her preference and 
aaid that she would rather be with papa 
and mamma than with the S buffs, She 
repeated the statement but would not 
say which she liked better, papa or 
mamma. The court and everybody else 
wero deeply interested in the answer of 
the girl; even the parents bent forward 
to hear better what she had to say. 


The attorneys for the prosecution in 


the case were I. R. Mills, state's attor- 
ney, and J. L. Deck. Those foi the de- 
fendants were J. M. Gray and City At- 
torney Lee. 


All of the evidence had been submit- 


ted at the noon hour and court ad- 
journed. Judge Vail said he would not 
give his decision until in the afternoon, 
fie said Mr. Veech might retain posses- 
sion of the child until this afternoon. 
All of the parties flled out of court,each 
sido going their way. 
Golilii' Restored to Her Adopted rarenta 


This afternoon Judge Vail gave his 


decision, ordering that Goldie be re- 
stored to Mr, and Mrs. Shuff, her adopt-, 
ed parents. He held that under the 
proceedings had in the county court 
they wore the parents of the child and 
responsible for her care and protection. 
Of course the decision didn't satisfy 
Veech, but he had to make the boat of it. 


All of the parties caressed and kissed 


Goldie, but there were no tears. The 
auditors might have thought that Goldie 
would immediately disappear from view, 
judging from the parting scenes, but 
she is not going to bo transported; 
neither is she to be kept hidden. She 
will be kept at the Shuff home and will 
doubtless resume her studies at the H. 
B. Durfoe school. 


The next step in the case will be pro- 


ceedings in tho circuit court to set aside 
the alleged irregular action 
in the 


county court by which the child was 
placed in the custody of Mr. and Mrs. 
Shuff. It is claimed that notice should 
have been served on Mr. Veech when 
Mrs. Veech, now Mrs. Robinson, had 
decided to have the child adopted by 
the Snuffs) A full showing of the facts 
will be presented to the court. It is ex- 
pected by the counsel for Veech that 
the court will promptly annul the adop- 
tion proceedings, thus placing tho child 
back to the care of the mother, who 
obtained the divarce and the custody of 
the child. And then if the child is to 
be adopted by anybody Veech wants to 
have something to eey, and he will im- 
prove the opportunity offered. 


Goldie was takarraway by tne Snuffs, 


but Veech went along, while Mrs. Rob- 
inson and her husband passed down the 
steps aide by side, 


Edward KreUer Make* an Itam tor the 


Ncvipapcn by Sending n Bullet 


Through. His Shirt. 


Last evening at his farm home south 


of Harristown Edward Kretzer,the well- 
known farmer, caused a sensation by 
firing a bullet at himself, with appar- 
ent suicidal intent. He had gone to his 
room, and a moment later members of 
the family heard the sharp report of a 
revolver, which brought them to the 
side ot Kretzer, who had the {weapon 
near him and was grasping his garments. 
He refused to allow anybody to make an 
examination. Dr. J. L. Connelly was 
summoned from the town. He found 
that the bullet had simply gone through 
the clothing 
of Kretzer. 
It never 


touched him, not even grazing the skin. 
Kretzer is all right. Mr. Kretzer refused 
to talk as to the motive which prompted 
the deed, but it is the general im- 
pression that 
it 
was on account 


of financial matters and 
the 
fear 


of 
criminal 
prosecution 
in connec- 


tion with a recent sale of some corn. 
The story is that Kretzer had 2,000 
bushels of corn on which David Hutch- 
ison, of Deoatur held a mortgage for 
$300. Kretzar sold some of this corn, 
amounting to $50 25, to Brown & Keofer, 
the grain dealers, representing to them, 
it is said, that the mortgage had been 
paid off. They subsequently discovered 
the deception and, it is said, threatened 
to bring criminal proceedings against 
Krelzer for selling mortgaged property. 


Kretzer, who is between 35 and 40 


years of age, is well known throughout 
the county, and has alwajsboine a good 
reputation for honesty and upright 
dealings. 
He owns the farm on which 


he lives, and has a wife ^^d three chil- 
dren. 


EDWARD KRETXFK, of Harristown, who 


made an attempt yesterday to commit 
suicide, is under indictment for gaming, 
and Dr. Connelly who was on his bond 
for $50 was in the city to day to sur- 
render Kretzer to the sheriff, Connelly 
had been under the impression all tho 
time that the fine or bond had been 
paid.
